This  unique  and  extremely  beautiful  rug  was  woven 
for  Zil-le  Sultan,  Shah  of  Persia,  by  Abdul  Rahim  of 
Ispahan.  The  material  used  is  of  the  finest  quality 
procurable  and  all  the  colors  are  obtained  solely  from 
vegetable  dyes.  There  are  four  hundred  knots  in  each 
square  inch  and  the  completing  of  the  rug  required 
many  years  of  the  most  expert  weaving. 

The  design,  which  plainly  has  been  executed  by  a 
master-craftsman,  is  exactly  alike  on  both  sides  and 
represents  pictorially  the  "Soul  of  Persia,"  and  its 
homage  to  the  Shah. 

The  fundamental  colors  are  old  wine  and  blue,  the 
former  signifying  warmth  and  animation;  the  latter, 
immortality,  the  distant  skies  and  the  sea.  The  corner 
designs  are  of  yellow,  the  color  of  the  sun;  and  of 
gold,  representing  light,  riches  and  generosity.  The 
border  designs  show  the  ivy-leaf,  the  token  of  fidelity; 
the  states  of  Persia  yielding  homage  to  their  soverign; 
and  the  fountain  of  everlasting  water.  The  center- 
piece, a  vase  filled  with  lilies  and  roses,  designates  joy 
and  happiness.  Inscribed  with  the  name  of  the  artist 
and  the  King,  and  the  motto: 

"Behold  the  Tree  of  Life! 

As  Life  taketh  its  being  from  the  Source  of  Life,  the 
Sun, 

So  do  Our  Lives  take  being  from  Thee. 
Each  day  that  thou  livest  be  filled  with  delight! 
When  thy  feet  press  this  rug,  may  Its  texture, 
O  Shah,  be  as  warm  as  the  heart  of  a  mother."
